To Hunter 


Last week, while many people 
were enjoying the remains of 
their Thanksgiving turkey, and 
the last part of the Alabama 
LSU football game, eleven 
members of the Elba Rescue 
Squad were in the woods sear- 
ching for a missing hunter. 

The hunter, John David 
Cotter, of New Brockton, had 
left his home early Thursday 
morning to go hunting in the 
vicinity of the Sne Ilgrove Mill 
Community; and when he had not 
returned by afternoon, his fam 
ily contacted the New Brockton 
Police Department. They in 
turn called the Elba Rescue 
Squad to help - and from about 
7:30 Thanksgiving evening until 
2:00 a.m. Friday morning, these 
men - and members of the Ent- 
erprise Rescue Squad - were 
combing the woods for the mis- 
sing man. 

At that wee hour, tired and 
hungry, the searchers decided 
to call it quits until the next 
day. Also a heavy fog had 
settled in the area.. 

One member of the Elba Res- 
cue Squad said he ‘‘crawled in 
bed about 3:30 a.m.’’ 

Early Friday morning they 
were at it again and continued 
until approximately 10:30a.m,'- 
when their search came to an 
end. Cotter had been found - 
the apparent victim of a heart

U. S. Must Not Allow U.N. To 
Dictate Our Sources Of Chrome 


Two years ago, as the re 
sult of an Amendment to the 


Military Procurement Act of 
1971 which I co-sponsored with 
Senator Harry F. Byrd of Vir- 
ginia, Congress voted topermit 
the importation of Rhodesian 
chrome, Until passage of that 
bill the United States was for 
bidden by dictates of the United 
Nations from buying chrome 
from Rhodesia Instead, we 
were forced to purchase ore 
from Russia, and to pay prem 
ium prices for a lower grade 
of ore 

But liberal Senators and ot- 
hers who advocate subjugating 
the United States to the will of 
the UN, have been making 
efforts to repeal this provi 
Sion of law and, just before the 
Congressional Thanksgiving 
recess, brought their fight to 
a head on the floor of the 
Senate 


Except for the fact that the 
United Nations does not like our 
buying chrome from Rhodesia, 
and the fact that Russia does 
not like it--I cannot see any 
fault with the existing legisla- 
tion Chrome is essential to 
the production of stainless st- 
eel, tool steel, structural steel 
and other alloys which are vital 
to defense needs as well as to 
the needs of our everyday life. 

Prior to the UN-ordered 
boycott of Rhodesia, most of 
our source of high grade chrome 
ore came from that country. 
Since there is no chrome pro- 
duced in the United States, once’ 
we had agreed to the boycott 


world’s next largest supplier, 
and that was Communist Russia. 
Once we cut ourselves off from 
the Rhodesia supply of chrome 
and made ourselves dependent 
upon Russia, the communists 
increased the price of chrome 
ore from $25 a ton in 1965 to 
$77 a ton in 1971, an increase 
of almost 200 percent! 

But once we had freed our- 
selves from the UN boycott and 
swere once again permitted to 
buy chrome ore from Rhodesia, 
the price of Russian chrome ore 
dropped to an average of about 
$57 a ton this year. Obvious- 
ly the Russians and their co- 
horts in the UN were using 
the Rhodesian boycott as ano- 
ther way to bleed. the United 
States and the American pub- 
lic, 


It doesn't make sense to 
me for the United States to 
spend billions of dollars for 
national defense to defend our- 
selves from possible Russian 
aggression, then be forced to 
turn right around and make 
ourselves dependent upon Rus- 
Sia for materials which are 
so vital to our national defense. 

We are already in the pro- 
cess of spending vast sums to 
make ourselves immune from 
oil cut-offs by the Arabs, and 
we must make efforts to keep 
ourselves from becoming de- 
pendent upon any unfriendly co- 
untry for strategic materials, 
when friendly countries are 
waiting to sell such materials

To Cut Off U. 


S. Petroleum 


Exports Would Be Asking 


For Trouble 


Once again; a Congressman 
has opened his mouth and in- 
serted his foot and the press 
has jumped to cover his action. 
I am referring to a recent st- 
atement by a Congressman that 
we should cut off U.S. petro+, 
leum exports because of the en- 
ergy shortage. 

While the statement got good 
press coverage,as it was de- 
signed to do, and on the sur- 
face the idea of cutting off all 
U.S. petroleum exports appears 
to be a good idea, when one 
looks below the surface it be- 
comes alarmingly apparent that 
such action would be like cut- 
ting off our nose to spite our 
face. : 

There are a number of rea- 
sons for this. First, we do not 
export that much petroleum. 
Second, the majority of our 
petroleum exports are either 
excess by-products or distil- 
lates.~ Third, the U.S. imports 
a great deal more petroleum 
from many of the same coun- 
tries it exports petroleum to. 

“Rumors that the United St- 
ates is exporting large quanti- 
ties of fuel oil are unfounded,” 
said Duke R. Ligon, Director 
of Interior's Office of Oil and 
Gas. “According to Bureau of 
Census figures, we have ex- 
ported a quantity of distillates 
equal approximately to two- 
tenths of one percent of U.S. 
total demand. This is a drop 
in the proverbial bucket, and 
this level does not constitute 
a threat to the supplies of this 
country.” : 

According to Dr. J. Lisle 
Reed, Deputy Director of Pro- 
grams and Analysis, Office of 
Oil and Gas, “Cutting off our 
exports of petroleum products . 
could trigger an international 


reaction with the U.S. losing ° 


more than 100 to one.” 

Dr. Reed said that if the U.S. 
decides’ to cut off petroleum 
exports to other countries, what 
is to keep these same coun- 
tries from cutting off their pe- 
troleum exports to us? After 
all, this fuel shortage is not 
limited to the U.S. and if the 
U.S. sets this policy, you can 
be sure other countries will 
follow suite. 

Canada, for instance, is one 
of our larger suppliers of pe- 
troleum products and exports 
more than 1,366,900 barrels 
per day of crude oil, gasoline, 
jet fuel, propane, distillate fuel 
oil, residual fuel and so forth 
to the U.S., according to sta- 
tistics for the second quarter 
of this year. In turn, the U.S 
exports an uaverace f 3n NnH 


barrels of petroleum products 
per day to Canada. 

Venezuela, another major 
U.S. supplier, exports approxi- 
mately one million barrels of 
petroleum or. petroleum pro- 
ducts to the U.S. each DAY. 
We export less than one mil- 
lion barrels of petroleum pro- 
ducts to Venezuela each YEAR. 
In my opinion, that’s not a 
bad exchange. 

Other similar, but smaller, 
comparisons exist in our im- 
ports versus our exports with 
Japan, Mexico, the Netherlands 
Antilles, the Netherlands, the 
United Kingdom and other coun- 
tries. Additionally, the lar- 
gest percent of our petroleum 
exports, 38.2% consists of pe- 
troleum coke which is in ex- 
cess in this country. 

In all, we only export 222,700 
barrels of petroleum products 
per day according to 1972 sta- 
tistics. Our total daily im- 
port of petroleum, including 
Arab oil, is approximately six 
million barrels per day. 

Also, we must keep in mind 
the international trade picture 
and how a cut-off of our oil 
would affect our imports of 
certain commodities such as 
rare minerals or metals. 

Although I’m sure other na- 


tions could exist without our . 


oil, would it be right to just 
unilaterally cut off other na- 
tions, like the Arabs have done 
to us? 


Furthermore, we must re- 
member that even with the 
recent FOOD shortage in this 
country, we did not cut off all 
foreign food exports, we merely 
limited NEW Agricultural ex- 
ports. One must also consider 
that there was a provision in 
the Alaskan Pipeline Bill just 


* recently passed by Congress 


which would prohibit the ex- 
porting of any of this NEW 
Alaskan oil. 

It would be nice to be self- 
sufficient, as the President 
suggested in his recent address 
to the nation, but at this time 
it is not practical to cut off 
our exports to other nations. If 
other nations would continue to 
supply us with petroleum,al- 
though we cut off our exports 
to them, the petroleum savings 
would just barely make a dent 
in our energy shortage. Un- 
fortunately, I do not believe 
that other nations would be so 
generous and we would findour 
energy shortage worsened as 
other petroleum producing na- 
tions cut off their exportsto the 
U.S.

Cooperation In 
Drug Problem Urged 


Attorney General Bill Bax- 
ley, in the area of drug abuse, 
says that everyone should work 
together for an educational pro- 
gram on drugs for both children 
and adults. 

He says hundreds of thous- 
ands of Alabamians - young and 
old alike--endanger their health 
through the inappropriate use of 
drugs of all types. 

The Attorney General says 
that drug abuse comes because 
of numerous reasons, both psy- 
chological and physical; and 
that some people never know 
that they are using a harmful 
or addicting drug. Also, these 
drug users may not discover, 
until it’s too late, that this 
drug has had some detrimental 
effect on their bodies. He 
feels that adults and school 
children need to have a better 
understanding of what a drug 
is and how it can affect the 
body. 

Mr. Baxley suggests that 
communities and schools could 
organize into committees for 
the sole purpose of educating 
and counseling people on what 
a problem drug abuse really is 
and maybe help those who have 
used drugs wrongly but who 
did not know they were abusing 
the drug. Other people in the 
group, might go to the schools 
and inform them on the dang- 
ers of drug abuse and hopefully 

eliminate the menace before 
it has time to spread. 

“Drug addiction comes in 
many forms,’’ says Mr. Bax- 
ley. ‘‘Addiction to a drug is 
physical dependence upon it. 
The user no longer has control 
of his life. The drug has control 
of him, making him totally de- 
pendent upon it for all his em- 
otional needs.”’ 

“As your Attorney General, 
I am going to do all I canto see 
that drug abuse inour state does 
not spread, and hope that we 
can all work together to better 
educate the people of this state 
on harmful effects of drug 
abuse."

One of the most impor- 
tant jobs that farmers have 
to do in the next few weeks 
is to get those samples in and 
get out the lime if lime is call- 
ed for. 


ORNAMENTALS 

A few days ago Col. Eugene 
B. Conrad called me and re- 
ferred to a sooty condition on 
his fardenias. This sooty mat- 
eriaz, if it is ‘not taken care 
of, will cause the plants to die. 
Actually, this black, fungus-like 
condition is caused by tiny white 
flies. It is not a disease, but 
a sooty, mold fungus that dam- 
ages the gardenias by reducing 
photosynthesis in the plant. In 
other words, by controlling the 
white flies, this condition is 
controlled, also. 

Incidentally, a lot of plants 
around the house lose leaves 
due to insect infestation. A 
good way to find out if you 
have trouble at your home is 
to look on the underside of the 
leaves. If you have whitish 
material or dark materials ac- 
cumulating, you need to spray 
with one of the many insecti- 
cides that are available. If you 
have problems, call us at 
894-5596. Incidentally, we have 
a number of bulletins on all 
kinds of subjects. Call us if 
you have a special need.

I 
certainly would recommend that 
farmers see their suppliers 
now and discuss withthem their 
anticipated needs.

Plan Now To Reduce 
1973 Income Tax 


“Since 1973 is likely to be 
an unusually high income year 
for many farmers,'’ Extension 
Farm Management Specialist 
Charles Maddox says, ‘‘action 
should be taken now to reduce 
the tax bill and avoid paying 
unnecessary federal income 
taxes.”’ 

Farm income often fluc- 
tuates greatly from year to 
year, so good tax management 
centers on leveling taxable in- 
come to reduce taxes, adds 
Maddox. 

The first step in year-end 
tax planning is to determine 
where the farm business st- 
ands now, says Maddox. Total 
your income and expenses to 
the present time. Then esti- 
mate and include your expect- 
ed transactions for the rest of 
the year. Depending on your 
findings, you may want to defer 
or accelerate income before 
next January 1. 

To reduce taxable income, 
consider buying fertilizer, feed, 
supplies, needed machinery, 
and breeding animals for use 
next year, adds the specialist. 
Also delay crop or livestock 
sales until 1974.

Property Tax 
Shift Would 
Up Spending 


Dr. Lillian W. Kay, NAM 
director of tax analysis, told 
a Tax Executives Institute 
meeting in Miami, F]. that, if 
local property taxes are 
shifted to the state, one likely 
result would be increased 
state-local spending. 

She foresaw a trend to 
raise amounts spent on edu- 
cation to statewide norms 
and increased activity by the 
unions which could “begin to 
concentrate on fifty targets 
instead of thousands.” 

Dr. Kay said it was impor- 
tant to distinguish between 
“property tax relief’ which 
involves a shift of tax bur- 
dens among taxpayers and 
“property tax reform” which 
is primarily administrative. 

She disputed arguments 
that property taxes are re- 
gressive, saying that, “When 
the benefits from govern- 
ment services are considered 
in relation to taxes paid—in- 
come groups up to $10,000 
wind up on the plus side with 
benefits outweighing taxes. 

“The only answer I can 
come up with,” she said, “is 
that the clamor.for local 
property tax relief—if it is 
successful — will result in a 
shift of more of the total 
burden in the form of more 
taxes on business, greater 
progressivity elsewhere in 
the tax system—or both.”
